State Farmers' Institute will be held 
here Feb. IS to 21. 'All the county In- 
stitutes of Illinois send delegates to 
these meetings, and In recent years 
great Interest has been aroused. 


City of Mexico, Jan. 18.—One of tlu 


most terrible catastropbles In the his- 
tory of the state of Guerrero Is re- 
ported to have occurred late In the 
afternoon, when an extremely violent 
earthquake shock was felt at Chll- 
panclngo, causing a great loss of life 
and Injuring many persons. 
Details 


from the stricken district are 
very 


meager, but scattering report* received 
here Jndicate that probably 300 per- 
sons were killed and as many more 
Injured. 
It Is known that the state 


capltol, the parish church and many 
business houses and residences arc In 
ruins, and them Is much suffering as a 
result of the awful seismic disturbance.' 
One of the edlllces that suffered most 
was the federal telegraph ofllce, which 
explains the paucity of news that has' 
so far reached thls'clty. 


Telegraph Llnei < Damaged. 


Meager details finally! began to ar- 


rive here. The telegraph lines and ap- 
paratus nt Chllpanringo were badly 
damaged, but the employes, all 
of 


whom were uninjured, quickly proceed- 
ed to erect an Improvised telegraph 
office on the outskirts of the city. The 
number of deaths was greater in the 
parish church than In any single place, 
as a crowd of worshipers was gath- 
ered there for the afternoon service. 
The solid masonry wall and roof came 
toppling down on tho worshipers, and 
several people were killed. The war 
department has ordered troops In the 
neighborhood to co-operate 
in 
the 


•work of rescue. 
Until this work Is 


completed it would be Impossible to 
accurately learn the number of vic- 
tims. It Is believed, however, that this 
Is one of the most destructive seismic 
phenomena that has occurred In Mex- 
ico. 


£nrvlv»n In Tenth 


The greater part of the population of 


Chllpancingo are now camping out un- 
der tents around the town, which Is 
five days' journey fra*ni the national 
capital. Earthquake ahocks were felt 
In many other cities and towns. 
In 


thlH city the earthquake occurred at 
5:17 o'clock Friday afternoon, and was 
of such violence as to uhake tho most 
substantial buildings. The pan-Amer- 
ican congress was In ne^slon at the 
time nnd many of the delegates were 
greatly alarmed. The first movement 
here was one of trepidation and was 
very sharp. It was followed by an easy 
oscillatory movement north-northeast 
to south-southwest. The duration was 
flfty-l\ve seconds. The damage in this 
city was only slight. The state of 
Guerrero has always been the focus of 
seismic disturbances. 
Reports .re- 


ceived here at night state that the 
shock was very severe at Chllapn. No 
casualties are so far reported from 
there. The duration of the Chilpan- 
clngo shock was less than that In tile 
City of Mexico, having lasted fifty sec- 
onds, against fifty-five seconds at the 
capital. 


Tuurii »t lll.torlc Internet. 


Chllpanclngo IB a town In the stato 


of Guerrero and located at the base 
of tho Slerre Madre del Sur 
moun- 


tains. It has a population of 2,750. It 
has a peculiar historical Interest from 
the fact that it was selected as tho 
meeting place of the first congress of 
the Mexican republic, after the 
long 


and bloody campaigns with the Span- 
lards. Morelos and his followers met 
at Chtlpanclngo In 
September. 1813. 


The first act was the appointment of 
Morelos as generalissimo, already sanc- 
tioned by the army, tho ofllce Including 
In Its functions the executive power 
and remaining In the hands of Its pos- 
sessor as long as he displayed fitness 
for his duties. The Judicial authority 
was vested for the moment In exist- 
ing tribunals, at the head of which 
was congress Itself, but subsequently 
iudgcfy of the supreme court were e'cct- 
ed. November following, lending revo- 
lutionists joined Moretos at Chllpan- 
clngo and the congress 
opened 
for 


regular business. Its first measure was 
the famous declaration of Independ- 
ence, Issued Nov. fi, wherein Mexico 
was forever declared free of Spanish 
control, with liberty to work out Its 
own destinies.- In cdnsonance 
with 


this proclamation of Independence the 
decrees 
of 
Morelos, already Issued, 


•were confirmed. 
Morelos was after- 


ward captured, tried by the Spanish 
authorities, turned over to the church 
and by Its orders put to death. 


KU Flrnnmi Injured In Wrnrk. 


Chicago, Jan. 18.—While responding 


to an alarm last night six members of 
the flre department were hurled from 
a wagon by tho breaking of.an axle. 
Two of the men were burled beneath 
llio wagon and both were severely In- 
jured. One may die.
